MEMORIAL DAY’S 
ULTIMATE PROMISE 


By DON OAKLEY 


It was in 1868 that John A. Logan, commander in chief ol 
the Grand Army of the Republic, directed that all G A R . 
posts set aside the 30th of May “ for the purpose of strewing 
with flowers or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades 
who died in defense of their c o u n t r y during the late 
rebellion.” 
At first, and for long afterwards, called Decoration Day, 
the name was later changed to Memorial Day and cam e to 
be a day on which to honor the dead of all wars, not just 
those of the Civil War. 
Today, the heroes’ graves we would strew with flowers 
have multipled by the tens of thousands and lie scattered 
about the entire world. 
In the IOO years since that first Memorial Day, five more 
wars have called America’s sons to fight and die in places far 
from home, places whose once-strange names are indelibly 
etched into history—San Juan Hill . . . Belleau Wood . . . 
Bastogne and Iwo Jima . . . Missionary Ridge . . . Khe Sanh . . . 
Reckoning the Vietnam conflict from 1965, when massive 
American involvement began. 1968 marks the 14th year that 
Memorial Day, a day born in the aftermath of war, has been 
observed in the midst of war. 
Fourteen years of war as opposed to 86 of peace—or what 
passes for peace in the affairs of nations. 
Mathematically, peace would seem to have the best of it. 
Each new war, however, and each between-wars period, has 
seen the development of ever more terrible engines of death. 
The present “ limited” war has witnessed the routine em ­ 
ployment of more concentrated destruction than even during 
World War II. The brief desert battles in the six-day Arab- 
Israeli war eclipsed even the m ass tank warfare of 1941 and 
'42 in numbers of vehicles engaged and destroyed. 
Yet, men have managed to limit war. compared to what 
they could unleash. (Though what soldier killed this morn­ 
ing died a “ limited” death?) 
There may be wars and rumors of wars as far ahead as 
we can see. The graves will multiply, so long as the ideals 
for which the first American soldier died require the extreme 
sacrifice of succeeding generations of brave men. 
But one day the last soldier’s grave will be filled. This we 
must believe. And on that day. perhaps a new verse to the 
beloved “Taps” will tell all those who rest in honored glory 
that their deaths w eie not in vain. that— 
War is done. 
Stilled the guns. 
O'er all lands, on the seas, in the sky, 
All is well, 
Soldier rest. 
God is nigh.

Princeton University, which gave 
the name the Silent Generation 
to the students of the 1950s, has 
shucked that image in this year 
of campus unrest 
In the past year:

And the trappings that gave 
rise to Princeton’s linage as a 
gentlemen’s school are still very 
much in evidence on the plush 
green campus in central 
New 
Jersey. 
Most 
of 
Princeton’s 
clean 
s h a v e n , 
w e l l - s t a r c h e d 
underclassmen still cling to the 
image of well educated, socially 
minded young men. 
"Im age is a very real part of 
life here,” said Richard Rein, 
c h a i r m a n 
o f 
th e 
D a ily 
Princetonian, the undergraduate 
newspaper 
“ Princeton students 
work hard and then party hard 
as hell on weekends. That’s part 
of the image.” 
But the feeling persists on 
campus that something, indeed, 
has 
happened 
to 
staid-old 
Princeton, something that has 
thrust 
the university into the 
social concerns of the 19G0s. 
Before the demonstration last 
fall at the Institute for Defense 
Analysis 
facility, the previous 
time large numbers of Princeton 
students were arrested was in 
1963. That year the students 
rampaged down the main street 
of town and past the governor’s 
mansion, resulting in about 30 
arrests.

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MEMORIAL DAY’S 
ULTIMATE PROMISE

It was in 1868 that John A. Logan, commander in chief ol 
the Grand Army of the Republic, directed that all G.A.R. 
posts set aside the 30th of May “ for the purpose of strewing 
with flowers or otherwise decorating the graves of comrades 
who died in defense of their c o u n t r y during the late 
rebellion.” 
At first, and for long afterwards, called Decoration Day, 
the name was later changed to Memorial Day and cam e to 
be a day on which to honor the dead of all wars, not just 
those of the Civil War. 
Today, the heroes’ graves we would strew with flowers 
have multipled by the tens of thousands and lie scattered 
about the entire world. 
In the IOO years since that first Memorial Day, five more 
wars have called America’s sons to fight and die in places far 
from home, places whose once-strange names are indelibly 
etched into history—San Juan Hill . . . Belleau Wood . . . 
Bastogne and Iwo Jima . . . Missionary Ridge . . . Khe Sanh . . . 
Reckoning the Vietnam conflict from 1965, when m assive 
American involvement began, 1968 marks the 14th year that 
Memorial Day, a day born in the aftermath of war, has been 
observed in the midst of war. 
Fourteen years of war as opposed to 86 of peace—or what 
passes for peace in the affairs of nations. 
Mathematically, peace would seem to have the best of it. 
Each new war, however, and each between-wars period, has 
seen the development of ever more terrible engines of death. 
The present “ limited” war has witnessed the routine em ­ 
ployment of more concentrated destruction than even during 
World War II. The brief desert battles in the six-day Arab- 
Israeli war eclipsed even the m ass tank warfare of 1941 and 
’42 in numbers of vehicles engaged and destroyed. 
Yet, men have managed to limit war. compared to what 
they could unleash. (Though what soldier killed this morn­ 
ing died a "limited” death? ) 
There may be wars and rumors of wars as far ahead as 
we can see. The graves will multiply, so long as the ideals 
for which the first American soldier died require the extrem e 
sacrifice of succeeding generations of brave men. 
But one day the last soldier’s grave will be filled. This we 
must believe* And on that day. perhaps a new verse to the 
beloved “Taps” will tell all those who rest in honored glory 
that their deaths w eie not in vain, that— 
War is dune. 
Stilled the guns. 
O'er all lands. on the seas, in the sky,
